Sixty years ago today, G ettysburg 
reechoed with the cry, “ the soldiers 
are coming.” 
Sixty years have passed and today 
on the streets of town the cry w^s 
again heard, “the soldiers arc com­ 
ing.” 
Three score years ago the hot, dusty 
ranks of Federal 
and 
Confederate 
troops were advancing on Gettysburg 
where the crucial and deciding battle 
of the Civil W ar was fought and won 
l»y the forces of General Meade. 
Three score years have become his­ 
tory and the soldiers who are advanc­ 
ing on G ettysburg today Tiring peace, 
cit ho up th equipped for war.

Adjutant Theodore Mc­ 
Allister Recalls Scout­ 
ing Incidents, .Which 
Brought Battle in 1863 
to Gettysburg Instead 
of to Pipe Creek as 
Originally 
Intended 
by General French. 


A hitherto unpublished account of 
a scouting expedition, in which Theo- 
dote McAllister and William A. Mc- 
Ilhenny, both of Gettysburg, partici­ 
pated and which is believed to have 
I cen 
one of 
the 
reasons 
General 
Meade selected G ettysburg as the site 
for a battle with the forces of Gen­ 
eral Lee sixty years ago, came to 
light today. 
The story of the scouting expedi­ 
tion as told by Theodore McAllister, 
adjutant of the Corporal Skelly Post, 
(ira ikI A rm y of the Republic, is as 
follows: 
‘'Mr. Mcllhenny and I were both 
m embers of*Co. ('., First Battalion 
of Cole’s Maryland 
Cavalry 
under 
General French. 
We were encamped 
about two miles on thi* side of Fred­ 
erick, Maryland, when General French 
asked Major Cole for a scout who 
knew the Cumberland Valley. 
“ I was picked and Mr. Mcllhenny, 
then a corporal, asked to accompanv 
me and this request was granted. We 
lode to Gettysburg on the night of 
June 28, 1863, just over sixty yearn 
ago. 
“ Here we had our horses watered 
and fed and began a reconnaissance 
out the Cham bersburg ’pike, accom­ 
panied by M ajor Bell who was organ­ 
izing a company here. 
Major Bell ad­ 
vised Us not to go, but we thought 
only of our duty to the cause. 
The 
Major accompanied us to the foot of 
the m ountain and then turned hack. 
“ Mr. Mcllhenny and I went across 
the mountains and from a point on 
top of Downe’s Hill, 
this 
side 
of 
Chambersburg, we looked down upon 
a large company of rebels. 
Although 
it was only three o’clock in the a f t­ 
ernoon the cam p fires were burning 
and there was much confusion about 
the place, indicating they were g et­ 
ting ready to march. 
“ We dashed into their pickets, tiring 
our revolvers as we went. 
The pack­ 
ets ran into camp and soon we had 
a party of reliels a t our heels while 
we drove the sours into our horses in 
the direction of Gettysburg. 
“ I wns in the rear as a big Con­ 
federate soldier came up close lie hind 
me and opened fire, I bent low over 
my horse’s neck so as to escape the 
shots from his carbine. 
“ I fired back w ithout looking and 
heard the m an fall from his horse, 
and the other pursuers, who moat like­ 
ly thought a large l>ody 
of 
Union 
troops were not far off, left the chase 
end returned to their camp. 
“We pressed on through G ettysburg 
and toward our camp, this side of
